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THE  PROVINCIAL  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 

I  report  that  the  accounts  maintained  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  have  been 
audited  under  my  direction  for  the  year  ended  March  3 1 ,  1976.  The  audit  included  a 
general  review  of  the  accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of  accounting  records 
and  other  supporting  evidence  as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

I  have  also  obtained  all  the  information  and  explanations  which  I  have  required. 

The  deficit  of  $1 1 ,015,277  shown  in  the  Revenue  Division,  Statement  of  Rev¬ 
enue  and  Expenditure  reflects  only  partially  the  results  of  the  Province’s  opera¬ 
tions  for  the  year.  It  is  when  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  Capital  and 
Revenue  Divisions  are  combined  that  a  meaningful  net  expenditure  not  covered  by 
revenue  is  established.  Such  a  combined  position  is  reflected  in  the  Statement  of 
Changes  in  Financial  Position,  which  shows  the  excess  of  expenditure  over  revenue 
on  acombined  basis  as  $98,358,014  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1976.  In  addition, 
net  payments  for  the  year  ended  March  3 1 ,  1976  on  account  of  advances  and  loans 
of  $163,936,545  shown  in  the  Statement  of  Changes  in  Financial  Position  include 
approximately  $  14  million  which  are  not  recoverable  and  approximately  $10  million 
which  are  only  partially  recoverable  from  sources  outside  the  Consolidated  Fund. 
Also,  the  net  increase  of  $222.6  million  in  guaranteed  obligations  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1976  includes  $8.4  million  pertaining  to  public  schools  which  will  be 
mainly  serviced  from  future  appropriations  of  the  Consolidated  Fund. 

The  Province’s  direct  and  indirect  expenditures,  regardless  of  the  source  of 
funding,  include  substantial  amounts  for  items  which  have  lasting  tangible  benefits 
such  as  buildings  and  roads,  and  also  lasting  intangible  benefits  such  as  education. 
In  view  that  there  are  no  criteria  for  measuring  these  benefits  against  the  obligations 
to  be  serviced  from  future  appropriations  of  the  Consolidated  Fund,  I  am  only  in  a 
position  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  results  of  the  Province’s  operations  on  a 
combined  basis  as  commented  on  in  the  preceding  paragraph  and  not  on  the  basis  of 
a  segregation  between  the  Revenue  and  Capital  Divisions. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing,  in  my  opinion,  the  Statements  in  the  Public  Accounts, 
being  the  Balance  Sheet,  the  Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expenditure,  the  Statement 
of  Revenue  (Deficit)  Surplus  and  the  Statement  of  Changes  in  Financial  Position 
together  with  all  the  supporting  data,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
Government  as  at  March  3 1 , 1976  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  ended 
at  that  date  in  accordance  with  The  Financial  Administration  Act.  The  Statements 
are  in  agreement  with  the  accounts  maintained  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  are 
presented  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

March  31,  1976 

Note  1  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

a)  Cash  Basis  of  Accounting 

Revenues  and  expenditures  are  recorded  when  the  cash  is  received  or  paid  with  the  following 

exceptions: 

1)  Interest  is  accrued  on  public  debt. 

2)  Certain  expenditures  paid  after  the  fiscal  year  end  are  included  in  the  current  year’s  expendi¬ 
tures  as  permitted  by  Section  38(4)  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act. 

3)  Certain  revenues  received  after  the  fiscal  year  end  are  included  in  the  current  year’s  revenue 
as  permitted  by  Section  17(2)  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act. 

4)  Surplus  revenues  accumulated  in  prior  fiscal  years  have  been  carried  forward  to  the  current 
fiscal  year  as  permitted  by  Section  21(1)  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act. 


a)  Transferred  from  Allocated  Revenue  .  $45,000,000 

b)  Transferred  from  Revenue  Surplus  .  4,240,525 

b)  Accounting  Entity 


The  transactions  of  Crown  Corporations,  Boards,  Commissions  and  other  Agencies  are  reflected 
in  the  accounts  of  the  Province  only  to  the  extent  that  they  receive  money  from  or  pay  money  to  the 
government.  The  transactions  of  the  departments  of  the  Provincial  Government  are  fully  reflected 
in  the  accounts  of  the  Province. 

c)  Capital  Assets 

Public  buildings,  works  and  miscellaneous  assets  shown  in  the  balance  sheet  with  minor  excep¬ 
tions  are  stated  at  values  equal  to  the  amount  of  public  debt  assigned  to  them.  When  the  public  debt 
is  repaid  the  value  of  the  asset  is  written  off. 

d)  Gross  Accounting  Concept 

All  revenues  received  and  expenditures  paid  by  the  Province  with  minor  exceptions  are  reported  at 
their  gross  amount  in  the  accounting  records. 

Note  2  Public  Debt 

The  Public  Debt  of  the  Province  is  shown  net  of  treasury  bills  which  are  held  by  the  Province  as 
investments.  Debentures  payable  in  U.S.  currencies  are  carried  on  the  balance  sheet  at  the  rate  of 
U.S.  $1  equals  Canadian  $1.  The  exchange  premium/discount  arising  from  the  conversion  of 
debentures  payable  in  U.S.  $  currency  is  recorded  in  a  provision  for  premiums  on  U.S.  funds 
account. 

Debentures  payable  in  other  currencies  are  carried  on  the  balance  sheet  at  the  Canadian  dollar 
equivalent  at  the  time  of  issue. 

Note  3  Advances  and  Other  Receivables 

Advances  and  other  receivables  shown  in  the  balance  sheet  with  minor  exceptions  consist  of 
advances  to  the  Province’s  Boards,  Commissions,  Corporations  and  Agencies.  These  amounts 
represent  the  net  cash  borrowings  of  the  Boards,  Commissions,  Corporations  and  Agencies  from 
the  Province.  The  principal  repayment  and/or  interest  charges  for  certain  of  the  advances  are 
dependent  on  total  or  partial  funding  from  future  appropriations  of  the  Consolidated  Fund. 

Note  4  Investments 

Capital  Division  investments  of  $224,277,059  shown  in  the  balance  sheet  consist  of  expenditures 
pertaining  to  shares  and  debentures  of  Crown  Corporations.  Except  for  Manitoba  Forestry  Re¬ 
sources  Ltd.  debentures  of  $45,000,000  and  Leaf  Rapids  Development  Corporation  Ltd.  deben¬ 
tures  of  $6,710,056  for  which  annual  interest  payments  are  required,  the  remainder  pertain  to 
income  debentures  and  shares.  These  investments  of  $224,277,059  reflect  expenditures  made  by 
the  Province  and  do  not  reflect  the  realizable  value  of  the  assets.  The  expenditures  by  the  Province 
have  been  mainly  funded  from  borrowings.  Except  for  the  debenture  amounts  requiring  annual 
interest  payments  referred  to  in  this  paragraph,  the  interest  and  principal  repayment  by  way  of 
sinking  fund  provision  for  the  public  debt  are  being  provided  for  from  the  Province’s  appropria¬ 
tions. 
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Note  5  Government  of  Canada  Debt  Allowance 

The  amount  of  $7,631,684  is  a  permanent  debt  allowance  by  the  Government  of  Canada.  Interest 
is  receivable  on  this  amount  in  perpetuity. 

Note  6  Guaranteed  Liabilities 

In  addition  to  its  direct  debt,  the  Province  has  guaranteed  the  securities  of  the  following  Crown 
Corporations  and  Agencies  the  majority  of  which  are  self-sustaining  and  the  remainder  being 
serviced  to  various  extents  from  appropriations  of  the  Consolidated  Fund:
